The bulk of 
“the tax comes from the motion ple- 
ture theatres, and the motion pic- 
ture theatres are the poor man's 
theatres so that of the $200,898 col- 
lected by this tax in 1926 in Alberta 
the big. bulk came from the people 
who are not able to purchase the 
more expensive tickets for the bigger 
shows. 

The smal) towns in Alberta are 
paying more for their amusement in 
this line than the towns in almost 
any other province in Canada. When 
the War was on the tax was not ob- 
jected to; but the war has been over 
for nine’ years now ,and the general 
feeling is that the tax should go. 
Alberta is the one province thac has 
yet given no consideration to re- 
ducing or removing the amusement 
tax.

The development and growth of Canada politically, economically, in | 
commerce and finance, in production from its natural resources of the field, 


the forest, the mine, and the waters of the Dominion has, during the first | 


sixty years of Confederation, been most gratifying. This is now fairly gen- 
erally recognized, It is also the general belief that Canada is just entering 
upon a still greater era Of expansion and developmeént in many directions 
leading to a greater growth aod larger prosperity. 

The question, however, which, to an increasing extent, is calling for 
serious consideration is: What policies should be adopted and steps taken to 


instire that this future development shall proceed along lines that will result | 
and in such a way that maximum benefits | 


in building, up a strong nation, 
from such development shall accrue to the whole people of the Dominion? 

During the pioneer stage in any country’s development it is inevitable 
that its people devote their energies largely to the production of primary 
articles, largely raw materials. But with increase in population, the pro- 
vision of adequate means of transportation, and the accumulation of wealth, 
& country should move forward in the work of not only producing such raw | 
materials in increasing quantities but in utWizing them in the manufacture 
of finished articles, 

It is important that crude methods in production of raw materials be 
discarded for those best calculated to give larger quantities, better qualities, 
and at lower costs; that all possible waste be eliminated; that as many by- | 


products as possible be reclaimed, and that use be made of low-grade and* 


off-grade materials. It is perhaps of even greater importance to ascertain 
the nature of pests and other agencies which now operate to destroy our raw 
materials at their source, and to discover effective means for their eradica- | 
tion, 

The discovery of all these things can best be brought about through the 
painstaking effort of the expert in scientific research, Such work may re- 
quire years of study, investigation and experiment. In many, perhaps most, 
cases it will call for laboratory and other expensive equipment. In the past 
Canadians have not fully appreciated the importance of such work, and as | 
@ consequence have not been prepared to provide the necessary public funds 
to carry it on. As a people we have been so busy attending to our own par- 
ticular problems, and demanding immediate solutions of them, that we have 
been impatient of ideas based on long and expensive scientific research. As 
a result, Canada today lags behind other nations in this respect, nations | 
which have not nearly the wealth of natural resources calling for develop- | 
ment which Canada possesses, 

It is, therefore, highly gratifying to learn of the action of the House of 


Commons in unanimously adopting a resolution favoring the establishment | 


of @ National ‘Research Institute by the Dominion Government, and of an- 


. Houncement by the Government of its intention to proceed with the erection 


of the first wing-of a National Research Institute building on a ten acre plot 
at the central experimental farm at Ottawa. 

year, dt-is stated, Canada spent $250,000 for-research as compared / 
with 000,000 by the United States, and $25,000,000 by Great Britain. 
This year the Government will, on the recommendation of the Research 
Council, increase the vote for research work to ‘$75 50,000, and the Minister 
estimated that three million doltars would be required during the next five 
or ten years to construct and develop laboratories. 

+ In this way the splendid work initiated by many of our Canadian uni- 
versities, assisted by private capital, will be supplemented, and the whole 
work of research in Canada co-ordinated and developed. When it is realized | 
that Canada is estimated to be losing at least twenty million dollars a year 


through grain rust alone, the possibilities of gigantic gain through research | 


work can be grasped. A few millions a year spent in research work may 
easily mean a gain of ten times as many millions through discoveries made.

CONVERT COAL 
INTO CRUDE OI 


Ottawa.—The House of Commons 
called upon the Government to con- 
sider the conversion of Canadian lig- 
nite and bituminous coal into crude 
oil. A motion of T. E. Kaiser (Con- 
servative, Ontario), advocating steps 


brief debate. 

- Dr. Kaiser in presenting the mo- 
tion urged the Government to have 
coal from Canada sent to Birming- 
j}ham; England, and there tested as 
to its adaptability to the processes 
being used to convert coal into oil. 
He also wanted young Canadians to 
be sent abroad to study the_latest 
developments in this work. 

Speaking of scientific effort, Dr. 
Kaiser suggested that at the Gate- 
way of the Prairies (Winnipeg), a 
monument should be erected to Dr. 
Saunders for his work in wheat to 
show the world that there were vic- 
tories of peace greater than conquests 
of war. 

He believed Canada was on the 
verge of a solution for the fuel prob- 
lem by the conversion of lignite and 
bituminous coal. 

A. W. Neill (Independent, Comox- 
Alberni), said many things could be 
done in chemistry but not always 
economically. He criticized the “man- 
datory-character of the resolution,” 
as’ it would involve the Government 
in very dangerous expenditures, 

Hon. Charles Stewart, Minister of 
the Interior, declared he had had the 
privilege of making an investigation 
and study of the whole subject mat- 
ter of the resolution while in Europe 
last summer. On one plant alone over 
1,200 chemists were’ busily engaged 
at the time of his visit. There were 
great possibilities in at least three or 
four experiments now under way in 
Europe. It was his desire, said Mr, 
Stewart, to learn what actually could 
be done in the way of experiments 
and what could be done in a commer- 
cial way.

Alberta Liquor Profits 


Profits Of Over Two Million Dollars: 
On Government Sale Of Liquor 

Net profits of $2,038,622 on govern- 
ment sale of liquor were made in'Al- 
berta last year, according to the re- 
port.of the Liquor Control] Board 
which was laid on the table of the 
House at Edmonton. 

The report, covering the full calen- 
dar year of 1927, shows an increase 
of $235,070 over the preceding year’s 
profits: Gross sales amounted to $4,- 
858,849, : : 
Improvement, is_noted in respect to 
violations of the liquor law. All 
convictions totalled 2,450, a decline of 
859. The convictions for drunkenness 
were 1,065, or 117 less than the year 
before. 

Law enforcement was strictly car- 
ried out and the officers on that work 
travelled 130,000 miles, 

The cost of law enforcement of the 
liquor laws was $100,626. Excellent 
co-operation from the municipal and

Rat Menace In England
